M arines and a soldier. Tw o of 
the injured w ere the pilot and 
co-pilot who parachuted into the 
sea. 


The fire and explosions touch­ 
ed off secondary fires and the 
m ilitary spokesm an said addi­ 
tional bodies w ere thought to be 
in the area. But the presence 
of unexploded bom bs ham pered 
rescue workers w hile fires pre­ 
vented 
dem olition 
crew s from 
defusing the rem aining bombs. 


P arachute Into Bay 


The 
two-m an 
crew

chuted into Nha Trang B ay, 200 
m iles northeast of Saigon, when 
the plane developed a fuel leak 
after being hit by Viet Cong 
fire. The fliers set the autom a­ 
tic controls 
for the plane to 
crash at sea but it swung back 
in a full 180-degree turn while 
another B57 m ade eight desper­ 
ate firing p asses in a futile ef­ 
fort to shoot it down.

room, climate controlled school 
is expected to start early next 


month with a target completion 
date of Aug. 15, 1966. 
The bids for construction and 
site work were received at a 
joint meeting of the school board 
and the school building author­

The site clearing c o n tra s was 
aw arded to the Jam es D. Mor­ 
rissey Co., of Philadelphia, who 
bid $87,822 for the job as lls 
base bid, with another $53,127 
for additional site work as set 
forth in the specifications. The

was

lowest of five bidders on the 
base and the alternates bids. 
The electrical contract w a s 
given to the Anco Contractors 
of Langhorne, for their bid of 
$102,390.
